P R E SB Y T E R IA N S. 


T h e G en eral A ssem b ly H o ld in g Its C on­ 
v en tio n In S aratoga. 
S aratoga, May 15th.—The Presbyterian 
General Assembly convened this morning. 
The annual sermon was preached by the 
retiring Moderator, Rev. Dr. William C. 
Roberts. It was decided to hold two busi­ 
ness sessions daily. The roll was called 
then and an adjournment agreed upon un­ 
til afternoon. 
President Roberts, of Lake Forrest Illi­ 
nois University, the retiring Moderator, 
delivered an address on “The Privileges 
and Consequent Obligations of the Church.” 
"Father* and Brethren: The beloved 
church which you and 1 have the honor to 
represent is undergoing a severe ordeal. 
Her real and imaginary failings are dili­ 
gently paraded in our secular as well as 
religious journals. Outsiders who know 
but little of her doctrines or polity are be­ 
ginning to wonder how a church with 
standards so harsh and loveless could rise 
to power and influence in a community. 
Not a few of onr ministers and members 
are asking whether or not she really pos­ 
sesses all the powers and possibilities we 
have been in the habit of claiming for her. 
I avail myself of this opportunity to con­ 
sider these and similar questions vital to 
her present standing and future growth. 
The text is recorded in Lukexii., 48; ‘Unto 
whomsoever rnnch is given, of him shall 
much be required.’ 
“ In this passage are set forth two or 
three ethical principles of great importance. 
First, that all men are endowed with pow­ 
ers and possibilities to fulfill the end of 
their being. They are not endowed in the 
same manner or in equal measure. Some 
are bom to greatness, whilst others acquire 
it; a few see light in Christian lands,whilst 
multitudes are born in heathen darkness. 
To one is committed ten talents, to an­ 
other 
five, and to another one. 
The 
spheres in which they move differ in ex­ 
tent and character. Some are wide and 
conspicuous, others narrow and obscure; a 
few afford every opportunity for the devel­ 
opment of human powers, whilst a consid­ 
erable number tend to stunt and destroy 
them. 
“The second principle is that men’s re­ 
sponsibilities are commensurate with the 
gifts 
bestowed 
and 
the 
opportunities 
afforded. 
’Unto whomsoever 
much is 
given, of him shall much be required.’ 
Those intrusted with 
ten 
talents and 
afforded 
favorable 
opportunities 
have 
greater responsibilities than those who 
have been granted one talent and unfavor­ 
able surroundings. The millions born in 
heathen darkness are not held responsible 
for the privileges of those who have been 
reared under the light of the gospel. The 
few who have inherited rich and valued 
gifts are under greater obligations than the 
many who have had to toil for all they 
possess. 
‘ 
“The third principle is that all are re­ 
sponsible alike for the use they make of the 
favors received. The man to whom is 
pven one talent is under the same obliga­ 
tion to increase it as the one who has received 
ten talents to increase his larger gifts. The 
heathen are not responsible for the light 
and privileges of the gospel, but they are 
responsible for the light of Nature, and the 
teachings of their own conscience. 
“ Let ns look for that kind of progress in 
the ehurch which shall unfold into a blos­ 
som that shall matare into a ripened fruit;

A N O T H E R M IN E H O R R O R . 


Tvventy-tive M iners B u ried A liv e—N aiu es 
of th e V ictim s. 
W ilkesbabre (Pa.), May 15th.—A eave- 
in occurred to-day near Ashley in the mine 
operated by the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal Company. Twenty-five men are en­ 
tombed. The scene of the disaster is one 
of intense excitement. Not only the rela­ 
tives of the imprisoned miners, but thou­ 
sands of others have gathered upon the 
spot discussing the best methods of effect­ 
ing a rescue. Things are in such a chaotic 
condition that the results are by no means 
certain. Many believe that a rescue is well 
nigh impossible, while others, as thev 
watch the continual movement of the sur­ 
face and extensive workings of the mines, 
shake their heads in grave doubt. 
The present cave immediately adjoins 
the mine in which the extensive cave oc­ 
curred twelve years ago, imprisoning ten 
men for over a week. Thev, however,'were 
finally rescued alive. The present cave 
extends over half a mile square, and in­ 
cludes a portion of the thickly settled vil­ 
lage called Mafetts Patch, as large numbers 
of honses have gone down with the surface, 
but only a few are badly damaged. The 
following are known to be imprisoned: 
John Hanteon, Anthonis Fraeu, Michael 
Schally, John Schally, John Allen, assist­ 
ant tire boss; Michael Henoy, Charles 
James, iVrank Gallagher, Robert Roberts, 
Harry Jones, Ellis Williams, Owen Will­ 
iams, Daniel Sullivan, Thomas Williams, 
John Penning, 
Anthony Frale, Harry 
Perry and son, Owen Perry, Thos. Clauss, 
John James and four Hungarian laborers. 
L ater —It is now known that there were 
twenty-seven miners 
entombed in the 
mine. The cave occurred at 9 o’clock this 
morning in No. 6 colliery, covering an area 
of more than ten acres. The surface for 
almost as far as the eye can reach was 
seamed and cracked with long, circular 
fissures, some of which were over two feet 
wide. 
T housands rushed to th e scene of th e 
disaster, and the lam entations o f th e wives 
an d little ones w ere heart-rending. 
R escu­ 
ing parties im m ediately organized, and 
gang after gaDg relieved one an o th er u n til 
five o’clock, w hen th e new s w as passed 
around th at they h ad succeeded in break­ 
ing th ro u g h th e cham bers beneath the 
cave. 
About half past six the charred and 
blackened form of Anthony Trovne was 
hoisted to the surface. He was still alive 
but his injuries are considered fatal. 
Old miners said the fact of Troyne being 
so badly burned lent very little' hope for 
the safety of his companions. 
Wreck and ruin was wrought on the sur­ 
face of the earth as well as in the fatal pit. 
Nearly a score of houses were shattered 
and destroyed, and the families compelled 
to flee for their lives. 
Up to 11 o’clock two men had been taken 
out besides Frayne—the tire boss, John 
Allen, and Robert Roberts. Both are alive 
but terribly injured. 
It is asserted that Allen’s lamp caused 
the explosion. At midnight the rescuing 
parties were driven out of the gangways. 
The place is full of black damp, and further 
approach in the direction of the victims 
was impossible, even with safety lamps. 
A vigorous effort is now being made to 
change the air current so as to drive the 
gas back from where the victims are sup­ 
posed to be. 
The scenes around the month of the pit 
are sorrowful and impressive. The space 
in the immediate vicinity of the opening is 
lighted with locomotive headlights turned 
into the yawning cavern where the details 
of miners have been laboring. 
Outside of this Bmall circle all was dark­ 
ness., Hundreds of men, women and chil­ 
dren are arranged in a semi-aircle around 
the opening. 
The men entombed are nearly all mar­ 
ried and have large families dependent 
upon them. People crowd close to the 
opening and peer into the darkness of the 
fatal depth, while the cries of the women 
and little ones makes the heart sick with 
pity.

A rgu m en t M ade b y th e S ecreta ry o í th e 
F a rm er s’ A llia n ce. 
W ashington, May 15th.—The hearing of 
the Farmers’ Alliance representatives was 
continued by the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee this morning. Mr. Livingstone, the 
National Lecturer of the organization, tak­ 
ing up the argument. He quoted President 
Lincoln’s 
prophecy 
that 
corporations 
would be enthroned; that the property of 
the country would be concentrated and the 
republic itself overthrown. One-twentieth 
of the people owned three-fifths of the 
property. If Congress refused to approve 
the Sub-Treasury plan, then Jet it remove 
the restrictions hedging in the national 
banking systems. The farmers would care 
nothing about trusts and the concentration 
of money if they could bold their crops in 
Sub-Treasuries and were not compelled, as 
at present, to sell them at stated times. It 
would be a God-send to the country to pass 
the Sub-Treasury bill for the reason, if for 
no other, that there would not be a bucket- 
shop left is the United States and the day 
of speculation in crops be done away with, 
and the producer and consumer would be 
brought together. 
Sixteen millions would build all the 
warehouses the Alliance wanted. What 
good were river and harbor improvements 
to a debt-ridden and oppressed farmer ? In 
conclusion he said if 
the 
committee 
tbongbt a landed basis best, if they could 
not accept a crop basis, let them put it in 
the bill. Do something to relieve the 
farmers. Do not make it a question of 
tariff or politics, but let the bill stand on 
its merits. 


P acific C oast N otes. 
W ashington, May 15th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has rendered a decision sus­ 
taining the pre-emption entry of Nellie F. 
Cook in the Stockton Land Register, and 
the homestead entry of A. R. Ludaw at 
Visalia. 
Secretary Tracy to-day promulgated the 
finding and sentence in the McCalla case. 
He approved the findings and sentence of 
the Court martial, which were just as indi­ 
cated exclusively by the California press a 
few days ago. 
The Chinese Minister to this country has 
directed the Chinese Consul at San Fran­ 
cisco to issue a proclamation in the Chinese 
language to the Chinese of San Francisco, 
explaining the object of the census next 
month, and advising the Chinese to give 
the enumerators all the information de­ 
sired. This is expected to dissipate the 
Chinese prejudice. 
Senator Stanford’s honsenold for a few 
days has been making preparations for a 
grand dinner to be given next Thursday to 
President Harrison and wife and the mem­ 
bers of the Cabinet and ladies, and other 
notables. Harrison, since his Presidential 
incumbency, has never yet accepted an in­ 
vitation to any dinner, and this would 
have been a marked compliment to the 
California 8enator, who expected to hand­ 
somely entertain the guest9, for which pur­ 
pose he had ordered from California a 
lavish supply of fruits, etc., but gloom per­ 
vades the household to-night on account of 
his brother’s death, and the Senator is 
much affected. Consequently the invita­ 
tions to the dinner have been recalled. 
W ill Go to C hina. 
W ashington, May 15th.—As a result of a 
correspondence between the Department of 
Justice and the Treasury Department it 
has been decided to send back to China the 
twenty-one Chinamen smuggled into this 
country from Mexico and now in custody 
at San Diego, California. They will be 
transferred to San Francisco and placed on 
the first steamer sailing for China. 
This action is taken on the theory that it 
is cheaper and better for the Government 
to bear the expense of their return to China 
than to send them back into Mexico and 
run the chaxce of having to rearrest them 
and send them back again. 
O nly B e e r tor S old iers. 
W ashington. May 15th.—The Secretary 
of War has amended paragraph 329 of the 
army regulations as follows : “The sale or 
use of ardent spirits or wines in canteens 
is strictly prohibited, but the commanding 
officer is authorized to permit light beer 
sold therein by the drink on week days, 
and in a room used for no other purpose, 
and when practicable in a building apart 
from that in which the canteens are lo­ 
cated. whenever he is satisfied giving to 
men the opportunity of obtaining such 
beverages within the post limits has the 
effect of preventing them from resorting to 
saloons without such limits.” 
P acific R a ilro a d s. 
W ashington, May 15th.—The 
House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads finally de­ 
cided to report favorably to the House the 
Pacific Railroad funding bill, which it had 
under consideration several months. The 
bill reported will be a substitute for the 
Vandever bill, but this substitute is really 
the bill reported by the Senate committee, 
amended in some respects. The vote on 
reporting the bill was seven to four. One 
member refrained from casting a vote on 
the ground that he was not fully informed 
upon the subject.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, May 16th.—Moody from the 
Committee on Indian Depredations, reported a 
bill for the payment of Indian depredation 
claims. This bill provides concurrent jurisdic­ 
tion for the District aud Circuit Courts with the 
Court of Claims ou these claims, the District 
Courts to consider all claims of *2,000 and less, 
and the Circuit Courts to consid -r claims that 
range between 82,000 and 810,00?, the considera­ 
tion oi the claims to be by the Court snd witn- 
out a jury, all claims to be filed within three 
years afier the passage of this Act. Claims 
prior to 1867 are barred, unless proceedings in 
them are now pending. 
Sherman introduced an amendment to be 
offered to the Jodos silver bill. 
At 12:30 o'clock the Jones silver bill came up 
as unfinished business, and Teller resumed the 
floor to conclude his speech thereon. 
Butler invited Teller to give his idea of the 
effect of free coinage in the international mon­ 
etary arrangement. 
Teller answered that everybody admitted that 
the proposed bill was only a temporary affair. 
The bill was a hall way scheme. It afforded no 
relief whatever, with the exception of making 
a special market for silver in excess of the pres­ 
ent Government demand of two millions per 
month. If it was proposed to restore silver it 
would have to be given its full money function. 
There were at least nine men in the world call­ 
ing for silver as against one man calling for 
gold. There were no more than 125,000,000 peo­ 
ple that preferred in tfleir trade gold to silver 
while there were over 1,000,000,000 of people 
among whom b y preference silver was the chief 
money. 8ilver was better adopted to ns for 
xnoDey than gold. While he was himself a 
bimetallist, if there was to be only one money 
standard, he would welcome silver as a basis in 
the interest of the race and the people of this 
country, and the soooner it was reached the bet­ 
ter. Better for American industry, better for 
commerce, better for trade, better for every­ 
thing. 
Teller spoke four hours and a half, and con­ 
cluded at 3:36 o’clock. 
Coke of Texas spoke against the bill, conclud­ 
ing at 4:25 o'clock. The Senate adjourned at 
4:40 o'clock. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, May 15th.—A resolution was re­ 


ported from the Committee on Rules, providing 
that the tan 11 bill be taken up e n tir e , with the 
opportunity to offer amendments, the House 
to continue consideration ot the s a m e until 
Wednesday, May 2 s;, at 1 t- m., when the vote 
will be taken on the bill. 
This met with the strong opposition of the 
Democrats, who denounced it as an effort to gsg 
their side ot the house.

Spanish Workmen Have a Fight With

A vindictive young man named Alphonse 
J. Stephanie shot and mortally wounded 
lawyer Clinton 0. Reynolds of the law firm 
ot Reynolds, 69 Wall street. The m ur­ 
derer was but a few hours in the city, hav­ 
ing arrived on the steamship Majestic 
from Liverpool. The cause of the tragedy 
is as follows: Stephanie’s father carried on 
a fruit business in this city. He died two 
years ago. leaving his wife sole executrix. 
Alphonse carried on the business, but con­ 
verted much of it into cash, depositing 
^oti.OOO with the Safe Deposit Company. 
He quarreled with 
and ‘ assaulted his 
mother, and two months ago went to Eu­ 
rope. During his absence his mother con­ 
sulted lawyer Reynolds, who advised that 
attachments be levied against him and the 
Safe 
Deposit 
Company. 
He probably 
heard of this this morning on his arrival. 
He at once went to Reynolds’ otfics, where 
he had an interview with him in the inner 
office. Hearing the shot fired, the occu­ 
pants of the outer office rushed in and 
found Stephanie standing over Reynolds 
with the stnokiog revolver in his hand, 
and Reynolds probably mortally wounded 
with a bullet ju9t below the heart. Ste­ 
phanie was arrested and Reynolds removed 
to the hospital.

Sec­ 
retary Matthews and Smith spoke 
Gladstone said the means proposed were 
utterly futile and extremely danger u*.

Sine’ then the law 
lias been settled in a manner tin favor­ 
able to the doctrine of vested interest. 
He certainly never contemplated approv­ 
ing of such n bill at this, which proposed 
the purchase of a number of public houses 
on any terms that the proprietors will ac­ 
cept. The bill might better he described, 
“A hill for the endowment of public 
houses.' 
The bill was bad in principio 
and utterly unsunnorted by precedent 
Caine's motion to reject the bill was de­ 
feated. and the bill then passed to a second 
reading. 
Healy moved that the Speaker leave the 
chair so that the House might g, into 
Committee of the Whole on the Iris agri­ 
cultural bill. After some debate this was 
done and the first clause of the bill read. 
Dilatory tactics created a deadlock for some 
time.

T h e V a tica n

R o m e, May 15th.—A syndicate has been 
formed of wealthy French Jews for the 
purpose of purchasing tor the Jews the 
copy of the Hebrew Bible which is in the 
Vatican. The ofier which bus been made 
for it is $200,000, but it is stated thar the 
Pope cannot legally sell it. 
This is the 
most valuable book in the world. It is the 
most famous Bible there is in existence, 
and this is by no means the first time mat 
Hebrews have tried to purchase it. Some­ 
thing like a century or more ago the 
Hebrews of Spain, France and Italy ofiTered 
for the book its weight in gold and more, 
the offering being equal in magnitude to 
the present ore. 
The otter was refused, 
just as the present cffer in all probability 
will be. 
The book is the property of the con­ 
gregation of the propaganda, and is prob­ 
ably the most valuable feature of the poly­ 
glot library and priming office of the con­ 
gregation, which have no eouals. the col­ 
lections in the Vatican library being con­ 
sidered more valuable than even those in 
the British Museum, although less numer­ 
ous. The Bible is in the original H ebrew 
manuscript. 
The exact time w hen it was 
written has never been satisfactorily deter­ 
mined any more than it came iiito pos­ 
session of the congregation, founded by 
Pope Gregory XV., some three butidred 
years ago. 
The persons who have seen the valuable 
manuscript are very few. 
That the chief 
treasure of the propaganda will be sold is 
altogether improbable. 
The Roman au­ 
thorities have steadfastly refused to recog­ 
nize any amount of money as being an 
equivalent for this book, and the present 
compensation of the congregation of the 
propaganda is such as to preclude the idea 
of any change now.

A DEVLISH TEMPTATION. 
If the people of Louisiana are not humi­ 
liated until their mouths are in the dust, 
by the oiler of the Louisiana Lottery man, 
then their souls are insensible to shame. 
The brazen effrontery of the fellow passes 
all other examples of cheek. He has the 
assurance that is traditionally supposed to 
plate a Tammany politician; he has the 
meanness to laugh at the pitiable condition 
of the people due to the recent floods, and 
all the while to assume to be shedding 
tears of sympathy for their woes. 
The people of Louisiana, after suffering 
twenty years of the contamination of the 
lottery curse, resolved to put an end to the 
infamy, and gave the managers notice that 
at the expiratiou of the present charter no 
new one would he granted. For several 
months the scheming lottery gamesters 
have been doing all that money could aid 
them in doing, but without success, to bribe 
the Legislatures of other .States to give 
them foothold on new territory. In the 
meantime a terrible Hood visits the low­ 
lands of Louisiana; the father of waters 
bursts the bounds set for his way, and scat­ 
ters death and desolation in the path of 
the torrents he pours from his broken sides. 
Ruin marks thousands of homes for its 
own, aud the State goes into mourning lor 
the sorrows of its people. At this juncture 
the devil in the guise of the lottery man­ 
ager appears upon the scene, and oflers the 
unfortunate people all these things if they 
will fall down and worship him: 
“Permit metodebauch the people under 
cover of your sovereignty for another 
twenty years, and 1 will pay you twenty 
millions of dollars, a round million each 
year. Nay, I will in your present distress 
pay some of the sum on the nail, spot 
cash. See what good you can accomplish 
with so much money. For vour levees 
you shall have $350,000; for your public 
schools, $350,000; for your hospitals, 
$100,000; for your insane, $73,000; for 
your deaf, dumb and blind, $25,000; for 
the drainage of your metropolis, $ 100,000. 
1 housamls of homes have been swept 
away, and I think I ought to do what I 
can to ameliorate the consequent distress. 
Repairs to the levees will do this, as the 
people can then rescue their plantations 
and homes from the Hood, and 1 think 
that with my $350,000 a year you can in­ 
sure yourselves against floods. I have long 
thought that the public school term 
should be made nine months of the year, 
and that the standard of the course of 
study should be advanced. 
1 therefore 
will grant you $350,000 a year, and if you 
accept it, I advise that you get a new corps 
of teachers to supplement the lot you 
now have, since they teach as if their 
hearts were not in the work. New blood is 
needed to inspire the whole department, 
and my $300,000 will furnish it.” And 
thus the tempter concludes: 
I have long since recognised that the city of 
New Orleans requires a first-class drainage sys­ 
tem in order that the prosperity of her citizens 
m aybe assured. I have therefore provided in 
my offer a specific, and I trust a satisfactory, 
amount semi annually for this purpose. I see 
very clearly that something must be done, and 
done at once, to restore the levees which have 
recently been destroyed. I will advance the 
State a sum for the purpose at once iu order 
that the people may not be overwhelmed be- 
tweeu this date aud the expiratiou of the pres­ 
ent lottery c harter. 
Of course, as an intelligent contemporary 
remarks, a man who can make such oflers 
as these must have both hands in the 
people’» pockets. 
More than that, he 
must be robbing them to the backbone. 
No wonder then that he oflers such glit­ 
tering bribes. No wonder that he can 
tempt the people of a gambling-ridden 
State as no other people were tempted be­ 
fore. It is very likely that this $20,000,­ 
000 bribe will win for this modern Mephis- 
tophles. 
It is almost too much to ex­ 
pect of the I»uisianans that they will re­ 
sist the temptation of the rascally bribe. 
But if they have a fair sense of pride left 
that is superior to their woes, they will 
rise in their wrath and command this new 
Satan to get behind them. But if they 
grovel before him, and consent to exist as 
at his imperial will, they will be for the 
next twenty years, they and their chil­ 
dren, the most pitiable s|>ectacles upon the 
continent. Rather than that their accept­ 
ance of this infamous bribe to |>ermit the 
vilest of gaming thievery should be real­ 
ized, the other States of the Union could 
aflbrd to raise the gambler's figures and 
ofler Louisiana $23,000,000 to refuse. Of 
course such an idea is visionary, but were 
it {(ossihle of being made real, it would by 
no means be the part of unwisdom, for it 
is wise to fight the devil with fire. 
THE STORY OF A MOB. 
Early in this month a negro lad named 
Leaphart was shot to death in a jail cell at 
Lexington, S. C , bv a mob. The boy was 
confined on a charge of having vilely as­ 
saulted a white girl named Rosa Cannon, 
aged 18. The mob was led by a man 
named Corelv, in whose house Rosa was 
living. On the 6th an inquest was held, 
and the jury returned a verdict that the 
boy came to his death at the hands of 


unknown persons, though it was proved 
before the jury, and not denied, that 
Caughman, Marks, Taylor, Seay, Kuvzer 
and Oglesby were active in the party that 
fired into the cell, and themselves dis­ 
charged firearms at the lad. The men thus 
Indentified only laughed when brought 
before the jury, and defied any one to con­ 
vict them. 
The Governor of the State said he had 
respited the boy because of evidence in his 
possession that the lad was innocent, and 
that he had been, possibly, the victim of a 
conspiracy. It appears that the girl, after 
the trial, stated that the negro boy did not 
assault her; that he only asked for bread 
er money, and that when she refused it he 
threatened to choke her, or did choke her, 
saying he was hungry. The girl also 
wrote to her mother that she could not 
identify Leaphart as the negro boy who 
asked for bread. She wrote to her mother 
in addition that she was not assaulted, and 
her little brother, who was with her, also 
says that there was no assault committed 
upon his sister, nor could he or she iden" 
tifv the negro who asked for bread. The 
girl added in her letter that the man Cor­ 
ley told her it was Leaphart who had 
choked her, but she insisted that she could 
not identify him as the negro who had de­ 
manded food and money. The mother of 
the girl came after the occurrence to take 
her home, but Corley protested against it 
and said the girl must not leave as it 
would prevent carrying out the punish­ 
ment that was to be administered to Leap­ 
hart, as it would occasion “talk” to have 
the girl leave the vicinity. H e wrote a 
letter also in which he protested against 
removing the girl. 
It turns out now that the jailer was no' 
tified when the jail was to be stormed, and 
that he was conveniently present to sur­ 
render the keys, whereas had he remained 
away or have locked himself inside, the 
mob could not have penetrated to the cell. 
It develops also that Charley Cannon, an 
elder brother to Rosa, has filed an affidavit 
with the Governor in which he recit«6 
that his sister had told him secretly that it 
was untrue that Leaphart had assaulted 
her; that indeed she had not been as­ 
saulted at all. The rumor also prevails in 
the vicinity of the late tragedy that the 
whole scheme of charging and killing the 
negro boy was gotten up to cover the crime 
of another person. 
All of which is recited to illustrate the 
ways of mobs, and to show how dangerous 
is the appeal to violence. 
It is now 
believed in South Carolina that the hoy 
Leaphart, so ruthlessly assassinated by the 
furious mob of two weeks ago, was inno­ 
cent, and that he became the victim of 
the lies of the girl and possibly of the 
cunning and deviltry of the man Corley. 
Leaphart was one of the despised race of 
color, and representative of a class that it 
is small crime in some parts of the South 
to kill, if only a mere shadow of an ex­ 
cuse is trumped up; while to keep “that 
kind” from the ballot-box is rather es­ 
teemed a virtue in not a few sections. To 
make one of them a scape-goat lor the 
crime of another is not, therefore, out of 
keeping with the local atmosphere in that 
part of the Union. But the story of the 
negro boy serves to emphasize how dan­ 
gerous is the mob spirit; how unthinking 
such lawlessness as made Lexington the 
scene of so bloody a drama. It is agreed 
in that section that should all the perpe­ 
trators of the outrage avow themselves, 
there could not be drawn a jury to con­ 
vict them in the county of the crime. 
The spirit that actuated the mob inspires 
the people to a courage that is defiant of 
the law in shielding criminals despite the 
heinous character of their offense.

The Charred Remains o f a Man Dis­ 
covered in the Rains. 
S pokane F alls (Wash.), May 15th.—At 
-:30 o'clock this morning a fire broke out 
in a three-story frame building occupied by 
Peter Hauses as a ssloon and lodging-house, 
and situated on Howard street, near the • 
corner of Second. The flames spread with > 
alarming rapidity, burning both ways, and • 
being fanned by a strong breeze. It at once ! 
became apparent that there was a lack of 
water, as the streams supplied from the 
hydrants would not reach the top of two 
aud three-story frame buildings. A ladder 
was run up and hose was carried to the top 
in the effort to throw water on the build­ 
ings, bat it soon became so hot that the 
firemen could not stand it. They had no 
sooner come down than the fronts fell in. 
and in a few minutes the entire row of 
buildings on Howard street, from the cor­ 
ner 01 Second south to the alley, was in 
flames. The wind continued to rise, and 
bnrning firebrands were carried to the tops 
of the houses a block distant. The firemen 
then turned their attention to preventing 
the flames from crossing Howard street, 
in which they were unsuccessful. The 
fronts of the two-atorv buildings across the 
street, occupied by Farmer Bros.’ grocery 
store, a second-hand store, Krapes' tailor 
shop, the Boston bakery, a carpenter shop, 
all with lodging-houses upstairs, were soon 
ablaze. By this time the Silsby steamer 
was at work, and threw streams which soon 
checked the fire on the east side of How­ 
ard street by the time it had reached the 
Methodist Tabernacle. This building was 
partially destroyed, and from the corner of 
Second and Howard all buildings were 
burned to the ground. Dr. J. E. Gandy’s 
one-story frame building on Second street, 
fifty feet front, was completely gutted. Ad­ 
ditional streams were applied* to the build­ 
ings on the west side of the street, and the 
fire was checked after the buildings had 
been partially burned. 
The firemen did efficient work consider­ 
ing the meager water supply. Sam Fryer, 
one of the men, had a narrow escape from 
death. He was at work in the lodging- 
house over Hansen’s saloon when he 
fonnd a man in oDe of the rooms on the 
second floor suffering from suffocation. He 
grabbed the man by the leg and started to 
drag him to one of tbe front windows. 
Just as Fryer reached the window flames 
broke into the room, and he had to aban­ 
don the man in order to save himself. He 
jumped to the ground and escaped with 
comparatively slight injuries. J. B. Cos­ 
tello, a lodger in the house, finding escape 
by the stairway shut off, made for the front 
window and leaped from tbe second story. 
The extent of Costello’s injuries are not at 
present known, but it is thought that he 
has received serious internal injuries. May 
Maher, Hattie Thompson and John Sew­ 
ard, all of the same house, received severe 
burns about the face and arms. 
The fire was caused by the bursting of a 
lamp. At 4:30 o’clock the charred remains 
of a man who was burned in the Lenore 
lodging-house were found in the ashes. It 
is also reported that an infant met its death 
in the same building. The exact losses 
are not yet known, but thev cannot be far 
from $50,000.

DEATH OF JOAtatt STANFORD. 
The E ldest Bro<^er o f gen»,»,. Stanford 
U'.M in Oakland. 
'iS. F. Alta, May 14th.] 
Joaiah (jsgnford, brother of Senator Le- 
land S laerovd. and himself a widely-known 
pior,eer of this State, died last night of 
h.-art 'disease at his home, No. 121S Oak 
street, Oakland, aged 73 years. Josiah 
S anford was born in Watérvüet, Albany 
county, N. Y., in 1817, and was the eldest 
son in the Stanford family. He arrived in 
California in 1849, and became a merchant 
at Mormon Island. 
Subsequently he 
opened a large hardware house in Sacra­ 
mento. and afterwards a latee oil store in 
this city, which is still carried on by one cf 
his sons. He made use of a superior busi­ 
ness education in the rich field offered in 
this city during its early development, and 
amassed a fortune estimated at $1.000,000. 
Besides owning a great deal of real estate 
in this city ana Oakland, he was theowner 
of the well-known Warm Springs prop­ 
erty located near San Jose. Most of his 
business had, some years ago, been placed 
in eharge of his son, Josiah Stanford Jr. 
Mr. Stanford was a member of the Soci­ 
ety of California Pioneers, and took pride 
in the fact that he was one of those who 
laid the fonndation of California. To his 
influence is probably due the presence and 
citizenship in this State of the founder of 
the Leland Stanford Jr. University. Mr. 
Stanford’s demise was not wholly unex­ 
pected, for be had been failing for some 
months prior to his death.

HOW THE IB, MANAGERS SUCCEED IN 
EVADING ABBEST. 


O fficer F razee G ain s E n tra n ce to a T an 


G am e -B u t th e D e sc e n t P ro v es 


a P ro fitless O n e. 


About 9 o’clock last night officer Frazee 
made a literal “descent” upon a Chinese 
tan game near the corner of Third and I 
Btreets. He watched his opportunity until 
the look-out stepped across the street 
when he made a break down the stairway 
leading to the den, which is located in the 
basement. 
As the officer went down the steps the 
lights went out, while the tan-players in­ 
side the den set up an unearthly chorus of 
yells and jabbering. But Frazee had blood 
in his eyes, and threw himself against the 
door and broke in. 
But he was in Stygian darkness, as thick 
as the foul odors that filled the room, and 
could not tell which way to turn. 
Captain Lee and officer Carroll were a 
block away at the time, but they heard the 
commotion and ran to Frazee’u help. 
W hen they got into the den and etruck a 
light, they found the officer standing in 
the middle of the floor, while a dozen 
Chinamen were sitting around on stools 
and benches, but there was nothing to tell 
of the seductive tan game that had un­ 
doubtedly been in operation a short time 
before. 
Simple Ah Sin and all his sinful “cous­ 
ins” looked as childlike and bland as if 
they had been holding one of their Sun­ 
day-school assemblies. 
In an adjoining room the officers found 
a brace of hypo fiends, and officer Frazee 
caught one fellow whom he charged with 
being a peddler of lottery tickets, but it is 
doubtful if he can get the necessary evi­ 
dence to squeeze the munificent sum of $10 
out of the prisoner when the Police Court 
gets hold of him. 
Officer Frazee, since he has been on the 
Chinatown beat, has shown, apparently, a 
genuine determination to get hold of the 
Chinese gamblers, but it is a hard matter to 
catch them at their illegal practices. It is 
easy enough to locate the dens where 
unlawful games are played, but the gam­ 
blers all have sentinels at their doors, and 
as soon_ as anybody attempts to enter, a 
bell-cord is yanked vigorously and the sig­ 
nal of danger carried to the gambling-room, 
when the paraphernalia of the game is 
spirited away. 
A few days ago an attache of this paper, 
who is a total stranger to all the China­ 
town sentinels, attempted to walk into one 
of the tan-game houses, but the bell-cord 
was promptly called into requisition and 
the door bolted upon him. 
There are those who claim that the 
police could, if they felt so inclined, reach 
and arrest the Chinese gamblers, and such 
may be the case, but the officers assert that 
it is practically impossible to catch the 
wily Mongolians in the act of violating the 
*8W." 
there be no provision of law 
which will permit them to make descents 
upon places known to harbor persons who 
defy the authority of the people, because 
such places are bolted against them, then 
such restrictions should be removed. If 
the police are really doing all in their 
power to break up these dens of vice, thev 
should have credit therefor, but if it can be 
demonstrated by proofs that they are not 
in earnest they deserve to be condemned 
even more severely than the tan-players. 
In San Francisco the Chinese for years 
defied the police by erecting barricades be­ 
tween their gambling dens and the streets, 
but the authoritieo finally passed an ordi­ 
nance prohibiting the erection of such 
barricades, as a menace to the safety of the 
city in case of fire, and the police there 
have finally, it is said, broken up the tan 
games. If there is any way by which the 
Trustees of this city can strengthen the 
hands of the police in such matters they 
4 
should do so, and then, if the police do 
not break up gambling, they will justly be 
held responsible. 
The R ecord U n io n is piepared to give 
credit where credit is due, and to condemn 
what has even the appearance of being an 
evasion of duty on the part of officials 
sworn to execute the laws.

The members of the Board took the 
trip, but came back no wiser than thev 
were when Mr. Redding had concluded his 
little ta^k to them on Monday. 
M ajor Comstock is said to be pretty well 
satisfied with the showing made, but Trus­ 
tee McLaughlin adheres to his former 
views, that the company has not done what 
was expected of it. 
The probability is, however, that the ex­ 
tension of time asked for will be allowed.

Sacra­ 
m ento. to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of wild duck in said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a m isdem eanor. 
Section 2. It shall be unlaw ful between the 
first day o f January and the first day of July of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves in *aid 
county, and any person so offending shall be 
guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
Section 3. Every person who Bhsll have in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, any specie of w ild duck or doves at a time 
w hen it is unlaw ful to kill the same, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be ju ilty ol a m isde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances qnd parts of ordi­ 
nances in coBtlict w ith this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen days after its passage.

The scheme has been undtte consideration 
for some m onths past and is backed up by 
several w ell-known Tailraad men, one'of 
whom -s S. B. W illey, late Com ptroller of 
the Oregon Iiailw ay and Navigation Com­ 
pany w ho is now East 'Conferring with? his 
associates. 
J. "I-F lynn, who her been daring-some 
prelim inary work for the syndicate along 
th e toast, said this m orning that it was the 
intKition of the com pany to bid upon the 
Donohue road w hen-sold, and -extend the 
roed up the coast to Astoria scad then to 
Portland, where it is proposed fcc offer 
trackage facilities to"£an Francisco to the 
* nion ».nd N orthern Pacilic and all other 
roads entering this ijoint. In addition to 
the coast line they intend fortifying their 
position by building branch lines -et every 
available peint between ü k iah and Asto­ 
ria. Xhev will build from Crescent City to 
Grant'a Pass, tapping Rogue river valley; 
from Coos bay te Roseburg, tapping the 
southern part of the W illam ette vallev; 
from Y aqeina bay to Albany and Salem .' 
Negotiations will either be ruede for the 
purchase o r alliance with the Orggon Paci­ 
fic, w h'ch Harms-a most valuable link to the 
system. The building of such a-road would 
open up one of the best sections of the 
Pacific Coast.end at the same time give San 
Francisco the benefit of several competing 
lines.

The corporations will be farmed under 
the laws of the State of ’California and the 
head offices .located in San ff rancisco. It 
will probably be known as the Great W est­ 
ern Railway Company.

Sax F kakcisco, May 1 5th—The first de­ 
cided indication that the molders’ strike is 
rapidly approaching « collapsing point oc­ 
curred last night. 
About í o'clock President'V alentine vol 
nniarilv .called at the N ational Foundry, 
where he m et Mr. Cantrell, one of the pro­ 
prietors, and Captaiu Callunden, the detec­ 
tive, who were in conference at the time 
A discussion was the resell of the meet­ 
ing, and the grounds of the strike were 
thoroughly revamped. 
Valentine, as a matter of-course, justified 
the action of the Union in declaring a 
strike, and claimed that the rules of the in ­ 
ternational body left them no other alter 
native. 
H e intim ated that the tim e had 
come for arbitration, and expressed a de­ 
sire to act as agent for bringing the two dis­ 
senting parties together. 
Mr. Cantrell was decided in condemning 
the strike, and m aintained that the men 
had no cause or justifieetion for their ac­ 
tion, and he taxed V alentine with having 
precipitated it for purposes which were sel­ 
fish, aad for exhibiting his own im port­ 
ance. 
‘ 
“ W hat have you or vour dupes gained by 
this strike?” asked Mr. Cantrell. 
“You 
have throw n 25G good men out of work and 
cansed their families to suffer; you have 
succeeded in harassing your employers and 
compelled us to im port men to fill your 
places; 
you have obliged us to surround 
our works with police and have driven work 
from the city, and n o w ! say to vou,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Cantrell, “ that if you "do not yet 
understand that the Founders' Association 
are in earnest and propose to stand together 
until we are allowed to have something to 
say about the management of our own 
shops, then you are not the m an I have 
taken you for.” 
The conversation was prolonged for some 
time, when it is said A alentine advanced 
the proposition that if the founders would 
w ithdraw their ultim atum of March 10th, 
in which they said that after that date they 
would cease to recognice the Molders' 
Union, the rem aining differences between 
the molders and the foundrymen--could be 
adjusted. 
Mr. Cantrell gave Valentine no encour­ 
agement 
that 
the objectionable clause 
would fee abrogated by the founders,

Mr. Delmas then exhibited a cuspidore 
which the witness recognized as the o n e 
which was in the room at the tim e of the 
shooting.

W e will dis­ 
close to you a full detail of this m an’s life. 
He was born in Paris, Ky., in 183t. H is 
father was Judge of the Circuit Court. At 
the age of 17 he went to Missouri, re­ 
mained there two years, and then came to 
California. H e worked as a farm hand in 
Solano county and also in Colusa county: 
In July, 1858, he w ent to Frazer river. 
Returned to Colusa in 1858. H e bravely 
contended with all difficulties. H e saved 
from his hard earnings on a farm $2,000, 
and took it to his m other in Kentucky. In 
1869 he took up swatnp lands, which the 
following year were Hooded and he losing 
all. A friend advanced him money for a 
new start. Bought a band of sheep in 
Oregon, all of which he lost the following 
winter. In 1875 he was elected Sheriff of 
Colusa.”

It is hereby determ ined by the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacram ento th at 
the public interest dem ands th e im ptovem ent 
of the streets of the city of Sacram ento, and 
that to m ake and carry out said im provem ent of 
the streets, it w ill be necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness on the part o f th e 'c ity : th at tbe im ­ 
provem ent o f the streets w ill prom ote and ad­ 
vance the interests and com fort of said city; 
th at the estim ated cost of such im provem ent 
w ill be 81(0,000; th a t the m anner of im proving 
said streets shall be designated and described 
in an ordinance calling such special election to 
be hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is lu rth er considered lh a t the 
cost of the im provem ent of said streets is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and incom e of the city provided for such 
purposes. 
Section 3. The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacram ento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bcc, a new spaper published in the c*fy of Sac­ 
ram ento, cause to be published an ordinance 
passed in conform ity to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
entitled an “Act A uthorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and M unicipal 
Corporations, Incorporated Under the Laws of 
this State,” approved M arch 19. 18S9, calling a 
special election and subm itting to the qualified 
electors of the city o f Sacram ento th e proposi­ 
tion ol Incurring the indebtedness for the pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee, a new spaper priDted and published 
in the said city of Sacram ento, and shall recite 
the purpose tor w hich th e said indebtedness is 
proposed to be incurred, in accordance w ith th e 
provisions of Section 2, of the Act of th e Legis­ 
lature of this State, approved M arch 19, 1889 
hereinbefore m entioned. 
Section 4. The polling places for said election 
shall be designated in the notice of said special 
election hereafter to be published. 
Section 5. The election shall be held and con­ 
ducted in accordance w ith the laws of the State 
o f California relating to elections. 
Section 6. This ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage 
Passed May 12,1890.
